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■ New retailer announced after Gateway verdict 



PRIMARK looks set to come to the 
proposed Banbury Gateway centre, 
giving shoppers a low-cost fashion 
flagship store. 

Cherwell District Council gave the green 
light for changes to the development's plans, 
including a huge new Primark - which will 
be the chain's second Oxfordshire store. 

Three units are now set to be 
amalgamated into one large space for the 
shop, which sells cheap clothing, jewellery, 
makeup, and homeware. 

Other changes include getting rid of one 
restaurant space, meaning there will be two 
under a canopy, rearranging floor space 
between some of the smaller units, and 
getting rid of 32 car parking spaces. 

The new centre will replace the Wildmere 
Industrial Estate, near Junction 11 of the 
M40. 

It will be transformed into a retail park 
with 14 shops and two restaurants, creating 
an estimated 750 jobs. 

The development had been granted 
planning permission from the council in 
December 2012, with amendments 
approved in May and October 2013. 

Not everyone was happy with the plans, 
however. 

The owners of Castle Quay and Banbury

Cross Retail Park sought a judicial review to 
have the LXB Properties scheme thrown out. 

Scottish Widows - which owns Castle 
Quay - and Aegon UK Property Fund Ltd - 
which owns Banbury Cross - brought the 
appeal. 

The court judgment said there were 
concerns that business would be "sucked 
away from the town centre". 

The High Court agreed with the district 
council in December last year, and last 
week the challengers had their appeal bid 
refused by the Court of Appeal in London. 

Cherwell's planning chief, Michael 
Gibbard, said: "Banbury Gateway is set to 
benefit the town as a whole. 

"With the addition of another flagship 
store to the development and no change in 
the scheme's footprint, Banbury Gateway 
will create hundreds of new employment 
opportunities for residents." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: "This is 
good news. It's a vote of confidence from 
Primark in Banbury as a retail location. 

"The Banbury Gateway will very much be 
a regional retail hub for people on the 
M40." 

Not all residents are thrilled by the 


scheme. Katherine Goode, a mother-of-three 
from Banbury, said: "It doesn't really bother 
me, I'd probably never shop there even if it 
was on my doorstep. It's not my kind of 
shop." 

Colin Challenger, from Bloxham, said: "I 
think it's an extremely bad idea. 

"Banbury's shops have already been 
decimated by the centres outside the town. 
It's desperate for local businesses. There's 
clothing made locally and this would kill it." 

The barrister added: "Banbury is 
traditionally a market town. It's important to 
people who are still keeping that alive."

Death: Third 
man charged 

■ A THIRD man has been 
charged in connection with 
the death of 17-year-old 
Connor Tremble. Bradley 
Jones, 21, was charged with 
perverting the course of 
justice on Friday.

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Holocaust survivor tells of war-time horrors 


A HOLOCAUST survivor has been speaking to pupils about 
tolerance and understanding. 

Zigy Shiper visited Sibford School, near Banbury, on Friday 
and spoke to pupils across Years Six to 13. 

The 84-year-old told students: "We want young people to 
know what happened because of racism, prejudice and, of 
course, hatred. 

"People say to me 'how do I remember?' But the question 
should be, 'how can I forget?' I can't forget when most 
members of my family and many millions of other people were 
slaughtered - all for no reason at all." 

Mr Shiper, who was incarcerated in a number of camps, 
including Auschwitz-Birkenau, described how starvation totally 
de-humanised the inhabitants. 

He said: "Pain goes away. But hunger never does. If you're 
starving you do things you cannot imagine. I was getting up in 
the morning and stepping over dead bodies and it didn't mean 
a thing. I was completely de-humanised. 

"I'm always asked about those who were gassed. But many 
more people were dying every day. So many people. They were 
shot and, of course, there was starvation and disease. 

"Even after the war ended, people were dying. The British 
Army brought in tins of meat, tins of fruit, bars of chocolate and 
biscuits but it was the worse thing they could do. We had been 
starving for months. People were dying from over-eating."

■ 'We don't want building without a police footprint' 

Police call for 
funding from 
developers 


POLICE say they will actively 
pursue developer funding to 
pay for extra policing in North 
Oxfordshire as the region 
expands. 

That could help pay for more 
neighbourhood officers or buy 
computer tablets, so officers could 
file paperwork while on the beat. 

With up to 10,000 homes 
planned in the north of the county 
over the next two decades, police 
could be looking to glean almost 
£1 m from developers 

It comes as the Thames Valley 
Police and Crime Panel was 
questioned on how the force 
planned to deal with rapid 
expansion in Cherwell in the 
coming years. 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton 
said one problem faced by the 
force was keeping pace with 
population growth while facing a 
shrinking budget. She said: "Where 
there's quite a lot of new

residential properties, we need to 
be able to pursue funding - maybe 
for local facilities or for 
neighbourhood police officers 

"We don't want large 
communities being built without a 
physical police footprint." 

Superintendent Colin Paine said 
the police force faced a "number 
of challenges" as the population 
grew. 

He said: "Having a share of 
developer funding would be 
tremendously helpful. We would 
look to maximise contributions 
from developers towards policing." 

He wanted to push "mobile 
data" and may look for funding to 
provide officers with tablet 
computers so they could submit 
paperwork remotely, instead of 
having to return to the police 
station. 

The Cherwell and West 
Oxfordshire commander said 
officers were already facing issues 
related to a growing population - 
with drug dealers travelling to the 
area from London or the West 
Midlands. 

But he said they had swiftly 
chased them out of town. 

Developer contributions, called 
a Section 106, fund libraries, new 
bus services, projects like public 
art and highway improvements. 

Last June, Cherwell District 
Council was forced into a U-turn 
after it refused £141,084 for 
policing at the planned Graven 


Hill site, near Bicester, so hundreds 
of thousands of pounds could be 
spent on public art. 

One of the developers who 
could face a new police "levy" is 
A2Dominion, which is building 
the first phase of the 6,000-home 
eco-town at North West Bicester. 

A spokesman said it was in talks 
with the district and county 
councils about funding. 

She said: "Any requests for 
funding by the police or others 
would have to be considered by 
the district council. 

"A2Dominion is committed to 
ensuring that the necessary and 
relevant provision is made to meet 
the needs of the future residents of 
NW Bicester." 

Independent councillor Les 
Sibley said: "The police need the 
tools and financial resources to 
continue to safeguard our 
community. Developers need to 
play a financial part in that."

Cancer 
treatment 
boost for

CHILDREN with cancer in North 
Oxfordshire will now be able to get 
more treatment at Banbury's Horton 
General Hospital.

an improvement notice. 

The trust report said: "The 
investigation identified a 
material breach in respect of the 
adequacy of the window 
restrictors in place at the time of 
the incident. 

"They were insufficiently 
robust to withstand forseeable 
forces applied by an individual 
determined to open the 
window." 

The HSE - which would not 
comment - said the trust must 
review policies and procedures 
and report back by May 14. 

The trust report said: "Since 
the incident, the window 
restrictors have been 
strengthened. Therefore, no 
further action is required on this 
issue." 

Spokesman Alistair Duncan 
said it was "a very unfortunate 
accident which the trust regrets". 

He added: "A review of all 
procedures and policies relating 
to preventing incidents such as 
these occurring again is 
ongoing." 

In February, the trust 
announced it would consult 
with staff on closing the unit, 
with patients instead being 
treated at home or at the 34-bed 
Fulbrook Centre at Oxford's 


Churchill Hospital. 

It said community teams 
would work until 8pm, during 
the week. At weekends staff 
would work for the first time - 
from 9am to 5pm. 

Fulbrook would be 
refurbished and more staff 
brought in, with two extra nurses 
per 24-hour shift and another 
during the day, it said. Four 
community workers would also 
respond to crises during the 
week, instead of one. 

A trust report put to board 
members last week said Fiennes 
"continued to work with a 
reduced number of beds, due to 
staffing pressures" with ten to 13 
in use. 

The length of stays at all its 
OAP wards had reduced by 
about a fifth, to cut demand for 
beds, it said. 

Mr Duncan said: "We have 
more beds than we need.

• DJ and Jim’ll Fix It presenter Jimmy Savile died 
in October 2011, aged 84. 

A documentary shown on ITV a year later aired 
claims Savile had sexually abused women, girls 
and boys. 

The Other Side Of Jimmy Savile led to a joint 
review by the Metropolitan Police and NSPCC and 
the findings, published in January last year, saw 
214 criminal offences, including 34 rapes, 
recorded against Savile’s name across the UK 
between 1955 and 2009. 

The national investigation, known as Operation 
Yewtree, was also launched after the abuse 
claims. 


■ Former governor 
tells of shock 

AN INVESTIGATION has been launched 
to determine whether paedophile Jimmy 
Savile preyed on severely disabled 
children in Oxfordshire in the 1970s. 

Penhurst School in Chipping Norton 
has just been revealed as one of more 
than 20 children’s homes and schools 
where the disgraced entertainer may 
have struck. 

The special school, which shut down 
last year with the loss of 140 jobs, 
catered for children with profound and 
multiple learning disabilities. 

Former school governor Jo Graves 
said she was shocked by the news. 

She added: “It aggrieves me to 
think it could have happened.” 

The Chipping Norton town 
councillor said residents had 
raised money for the school and 
many had worked there, adding: “It 
was held very dear and very highly 
regarded. 

“It never entered my head to 
think he would have been round 
here and that would have 
happened.” 

The allegations revealed by the 
Department for Education came 
after a review of documents by the 
Metropolitan Police.

The Chipping Norton 
investigation will be run by Action 
for Children - the charity which 
ran the New Street school under its 
former name, the National 
Children’s Home. 

Spokesman Huw Beale said: “We 
are committed to keeping children 
safe and have robust measures in 
place to do so. 

“We are co-operating with the 
Department for Education and will 


conduct a full investigation into 
Savile’s possible visits to our 
former school in the 1970s.” 

He added: “We want to reassure 
people who may be concerned that 
there has been no allegation of any 
improper conduct.” 

Trevor Cowlett, 81, helped to 
raise more than £200,000 for the 
school with the Kennington Choir. 
The conductor said: “I am 
absolutely shocked. I am very 
saddened if it is true.” 

Former Penhurst headteacher 
Stephen Bajdala-Brown said he 
knew of no mention of Savile in 


the school’s archives, adding: “You 
would think with someone of his 
celebrity there would at least be a 
photograph.” 

Education Secretary Michael 
Gove told Parliament that human 
rights lawyer Lucy Scott-Moncrieff 
would oversee the investigations at 
21 institutions. 

He said: “I have asked Lucy 
Scott-Moncrieff to ensure that 
investigating organisations take all 
practicable steps to establish what 
happened and why, and any 
lessons there might be learned to 
update current safeguarding 


practices in our schools and 
children’s homes.” 

Alan Collins, an abuse lawyer at 
Slater and Gordon that represents 
140 of Savile’s victims, said: “We 
welcome any investigation that 
could uncover further how 
widespread Savile’s abuse was. 

“It is important that we know 
exactly when, where and how this 
predatory paedophile committed 
his horrific crimes.”

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■ RSPB results revealed after the Big Garden Birdwatch 

Keeping a watch on 
our feathered friends 


JOE HARRIS spends his working days 
observing wildlife - but when he sat 
down in his own back yard to 
participate in the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds' Big Garden 
Birdwatch he saw, well, . . . nothing. 

"1 didn't see any birds in my 
garden," admitted the warden of the 
RSPB's Otmoor Nature Reserve. 

"I'm sure it's because it's been a lot 
milder and there's loads of food in the 
wild." 

In Oxfordshire, 7,808 people

kept watch in their garden for an hour 
over the weekend of January 25/26 
and the collated figures that have just 
been published, reveal that the local 
number of birds has held steady over 
the past five years. 

Once again, the house sparrow was 
the most-spotted bird, both in 


Oxfordshire and nationally. 

"House sparrows live fairly close to 
where people live," said Mr Harris. 
"They're a fairly friendly bird. They're 
not too afraid of humans." 

House sparrows typically make 
nests in shrubs, bushes and in the 
eaves of houses. 

In second position was the blue tit, 
which Mr Harris said was "an 
adaptable species" and liked bird 
boxes for nesting. 

In third place is the blackbird, 


followed by the woodpigeon. 

Mr Harris thinks the goldfinch, 
which moved up from number six last 
year to fifth position, has become 
more prevalent because more people 
are putting out the types of food the 
bird likes - such as sunflower and 
nyjer seeds. 

Although the starling was the sixth 
most frequently sighted bird locally, its 
numbers have dropped dramatically - 
by a staggering 81 per cent - since the 
Big Garden Birdwatch began in 1979. 

Mr Harris attributes 
the decline to 
farmers' increased 
use of herbicides 
and pesticides, 
killing off the 
starling's favourite 
insects. 

The RSPB is 
encouraging 
people to help 
attract more birds 
to their gardens by 
putting out a 
wider variety of 
seeds; putting up 
bird boxes for 
nesting; and 
planting 
wi Idflowers to 
attract insects. 

This was the 
first year the 
Birdwatch 
included sightings 
of animals - in 
particular, deer, 
squirrel, badgers, 
hedgehogs, frogs 
and toads. The 
animal data is still 
being collated. 

Nationally 
500,000 people 
participated.

By 
opening for longer during the spring and 
summer, people can avoid the busy 
weekends and site staff will have more 
time to help them to recycle as much as 
possible."

A LIST of trustworthy traders is 
being built up, as figures show 
doorstep scams have reached a 
five-year high.

"Buy with Confidence" list of 
approved traders. 

In December it was revealed 
that rogue traders were on track 
to trick a total of £1 m out of 
Oxfordshire residents by the end 
of the financial year. 

By the end of February, victims 
had lost an estimated £824,000 to 
rogue traders in 426 incidents 
since April last year. 

Trading standards team manager 
Richard Webb, said: 
"Unfortunately there are a small 
minority of businesses who seek to 
dupe and con people, often the 
elderly and vulnerable, via shoddy 
work and vastly inflated prices, 


often through pressurised selling 
techniques, like cold-calling. 

"Part of the reason 'Buy with 
Confidence' was set up was to 
provide people with an approved 
list of traders so residents could 
feel confident in using those firms 
on it and also it deals a solid blow 
to those rogue traders who try to 
drum up business via deceitful and 
criminal methods." 

Approved businesses are given a 
certificate and Buy with 
Confidence logo for business 
documentation and advertising.

Electrical storm leaves 
a trail of destruction 


POWERFUL lightning strikes 
destroyed a cricket club pavilion 
and blew apart a tree on Friday. 

During the violent electrical 
storm, which swept the county, 
homes also lost power and trains 
were delayed. 

Six fire engines were called to 
the blaze at the Banbury Twenty 
Cricket Club in Ermont Way, 
Banbury, at about 2.36pm after 
reports of a lightning strike. 

The club’s president, Geoff 
Hawkins, said: “It was hit by a 
bolt of lightning and it gutted the 
whole pavilion. 

“The building was 11 years old, 
cost us £350,000 to put up. 

“It was gone in five minutes 
flat.” 

Train travellers faced delays 
when lightning hit a tree near 
Banbury. 

It fell on to the line between 
Banbury and London Marylebone. 
The line was blocked for nearly 
two hours after the strike at about 
3pm. 

Nicholas Kaye, who lives at 
Shipton-on-Cherwell, was having 
lunch with his family when a 120ft

redwood in his garden was torn 
apart by a bolt. 

He said: “There was an 
explosion, like I had never heard 
before. It was like a bomb going 
off.” 

The 54-year-old said: “We 
turned around, looked out and 
there was all this debris there.” 

Mr Kaye’s car was dented by a 
shard and a window was smashed 
through. 

He added: “My son and 
daughter were petrified. 
Everywhere we looked we found 
damage. 

“It looks like a nuclear site. 
There are spears of wood just 
sticking into the ground.” 

The electrical surge also blew 
apart his telephone and Internet 
router. 

Southern Electric spokesman 
Hannah Gleave said about 230 
customers lost power for about 
two hours after a large fault 
occurred in Kidlington at about 
1.50pm.

Delay over 
sentencing 

■ THE sentencing of a man 
who was found guilty of 
sexually grooming a young girl 
was adjourned for a week. In 
February, after a three-day trial 
at Oxford Crown Court, Luke 
Southam was found guilty of 
the charge against a 13-year- 
old girl. The 21-year-old, of 
Cornish Road, Chipping 
Norton, was due to be 
sentenced on Friday, but the 
probation service requested an 
extra week to prepare reports. 
Judge Tom Corrie granted the 
extension, which will allow 
time for a psychological report 
to be prepared, and adjourned 
the sentencing until tomorrow. 
He was released on conditional 
bail. 

Rising prices 

■ HOUSE prices in the county 
continued to rise last month to a 
new record high of £254,414. 
The figure was 0.3 per cent up 
on the £253,808 recorded in 
January by the Government's 
Land Registry. It is the ninth 
successive rise, although the 
rate of increase appears to have 
slowed compared to recent 
months. The annual rate of 
increase remained stable at 4.5 
per cent. Nationally, the average 
price of a property now stands 
at £1 70,000.

Warning is issued over scarlet fever 


PARENTS are being warned to 
keep a watch for scarlet fever, 
after 66 cases were reported in 
Oxfordshire last month. 

The number of cases is up 
from 22 in February and 11 in 
January, according to Public 
Health England. 

Advice has been sent out to 
schools in the county from 
Public Health England about the 


condition. But parents are being 
told not to worry. 

A Public Health England 
spokesman said: “Scarlet fever 
is not unusual. The information 
is being sent out to avoid people 
panicking. 

“It has a season and we are 
coming towards the end of that 
season now, but it is quite 
common and easily dealt with.” 


It is mainly a childhood 
disease, affecting two- to eight- 
year-olds. 

Symptoms include a sore 
throat, fever, and a fine, raised 
rash. 

A round of antibiotics can 
treat the condition. 

Parents are being advised to 
consult their doctor if they think 
their child could have it.

Medic deal for schools 



County council health chief Hilary Hibbert-Biles 


EVERY secondary school in 
Oxfordshire will have its own 
full-time nurse as part of a 
£1.55m deal. 

Previously, some schools in the 
county only had school nurses for 
half a day a week, and others 
only an hour. 

But under the new contract, 
signed between the county 
council and the Oxford Health 
NHS Foundation Trust, there will 
be 35 school health nurses, 34 of 
whom will be assigned to an 
individual school. 

And one nurse will cover 
Heyford Free School and the 
Pupil Referral Unit. 

Many headteachers had asked: 
"What's the catch?". But the 
county council's health chief, 
Hilary Hibbert-Biles calmed their 
worries over the new contract - 
which comes into force in 
September. It covers the provision 
of nurses who will work in primary 
schools across Oxfordshire - 
covering clusters of up to 12 
schools. 

Mrs Hibbert-Biles said: "In my 
view, healthy children will 
become healthy adults. This will

help them have a better lifestyle 
and, therefore, have less impact on 
the NHS later in life. 

"I think schools have lots of 
pressure. Children these days face 
a lot of mental health issues and it 
would be a great help to those 
children. 

"Eventually I would like to do 
more within primary schools. 

"I just felt the pressures of 
secondary school pupils were far 
greater at the moment than the 
primary schools. 

"The school nurses will do an 
analysis of the school needs with 
the headteacher and work with 
them and teachers within that 
school. 

"There will be a public health 
agenda on smoking cessation, 
sexual health, healthy eating and 
the immunisations programme. 

"For example, it is rare people 
start smoking as an adult, and if 
schools decided there was a 
particular cohort with smoking 
concerns, then the school could 
look at how to address that." 


Pauline Scully, interim director 
of the children and families 
division at Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: "Our 
school nurses are highly skilled 
and occupy a unique position in 
their ability to ensure children and 
young people's health needs are 
met.

"We are looking forward to the 
opportunity of working closely 
with schools, pupils and their 
families to make sure that the 
children of Oxfordshire are healthy 
and able to reach their full 
potential." 

Dr Rebecca Cooper, public 
health consultant at the county 
council, said: "With pressure to do 
well increasing all the time, I 
believe school health nurses offer 
students the necessary support 
network they need to stay happy 
and healthy as they progress 
through their secondary 
education." 

One headteacher, whose school 
already had a full-time school 
nurse, said: "It has had an 
enormous impact on the quality of 
life for our students, in both their 
physical and emotional wellbeing. 

"This is someone who is not a 
teacher and someone they can 
trust." 

A county council spokesman 
said it was not possible to make 
comparisons with the previous 
spending on school health nurses, 
but she said the council was 
confident the contract represented 
an increase in spending.

Addressing timely concerns about 
unrest in the Middle East and the 
corruptibility of the political 
establishment, Captain America: 

The Winter Soldier is a bombastic, 
big-budget extravaganza that's every 
bit as entertaining as the opening 
chapter. 

Screenwriters Christopher Markus 
and Stephen McFeely are duty 
bound to deliver a miasma of 
explosive thrills, and they don't 
disappoint. 

A crunching car chase involving 
S.H.I.E.L.D. director Nick Fury 
(Samuel L Jackson) is edge-of-the- 
seat stuff and a climactic showdown 
involving the titular hero and 
diabolical Hydra lets loose the 
special effects wizards. 

Amidst the death and destruction, 
Markus and McFeely flesh out 
characters and back stories, fanning 
an air of fear and paranoia that 
harks back to Cold War thrillers of a 
bygone military age. 

The canny casting of Robert 
Redford in a meaty supporting role 
conjures fond memories of Three 
Days Of The Condor , which also 


explored skulduggery within the 
corridors of power. Set two years 
after The Avengers, The Winter 
Soldier opens with Steve Rogers 
(Chris Evans) acclimatising to life in 
present day Washington D.C. 

In his heroic guise as Captain 
America, he leads a daring rescue 
mission at sea, flanked by sexy spy 
Natasha Romanoff (Scarlett 
Johansson) and S.H.I.E.L.D.'s 
counter-terrorism unit. 

Soon after, Nick Fury escorts 
Rogers into the bowels of the 
agency's headquarters, which 
houses three state-of-the-art heli- 
carriers. These aerial warships, 
codenamed Project Insight, will 
extinguish threats to global peace 
from the skies, killing terrorists 
before they have a chance to strike. 

"I thought the punishment usually 
came after the crime," observes 
Rogers. 

"We can't afford to wait that 
long," retorts Fury coldly. 

Alexander Pierce (Redford), a 
senior member of S.H.I.E.L.D. and 
the World Security Council, echoes 
Fury's grave concerns. 

"To build a better world, 
sometimes you've got to tear the old 
one down," he warns Rogers, who 
seems to be the person concerned 
about the moral implications of 
playing judge, jury and executioner 
with the push of a button.

IT was a typical nasty winter 
evening - blustery, cold, and wet 
with rain threatening to turn to hail 
at any second. Perfect conditions 
for Peugeot's 2008. 

Because above all else this little 
car loves a challenge and it has the 
looks to prove it. 

It is, without doubt, a Marmite 
model. Some people will love its 
mix of urban styling and go-any- 
where ability, others will probably 
think it is a bit schizophrenic and 
daft. 

What you cannot argue with is 
that it is a bold move from the 
French carmaker, which is continu¬ 
ing to surprise with its increasingly 
confident and varied range. 

The 2008 Crossover aims to build 
on the success of the larger 3008 
Crossover and you feel that sense of 
adventure the second you slide into 
the high-riding driver's seat and grip 
the improbably small steering 
wheel. 

Ahead of you is a range of mod¬ 
ern instrumentation and a seven- 
inch touchscreen that 'floats' above 
the dashboard, allowing you to con¬ 
trol everything from radio and satel¬ 
lite navigation to the radar-con- 
trolled automatic parking system. 

The fact that it is fitted with elec- 


is likely to spend most of its time. 

Like city folk who walk around 
town in wellingtons, the 2008 is 
clearly designed for city drivers who 
want to exhibit a little rural cool. 

So you get a sculpted bonnet, a 
roof with curves inspired by 
Peugeot's dramatic RCZ coupe com¬ 
plete with spoiler and roof bars and 
a wide tailgate framed by lamps that 
house three luminous LED 'claws'.
